Some of the old Populist leaders, of 
whom Mr. Bfryan is practically the 
most conspicuous, are saying that 
their principles are marching on, 
though tbe party is no mure. They 
assert that their agitation started in 
the small return received by farmers 
for their products, and that they also 
demand railroad regulation. Fur- 
thermore, they ask if a currency of 
checks is any better, or as good, as 
one of government greenbacks unse- 
cured by coin. If such questions were 
as penetrating as the Populists of old 
imaginr, they would occupy the po- 
sition of being better able to state a 
principle than run a party. They went 
down into the muck of fusion with 
the Democratic party, thus sacrificing 
their principles and at the same time 
earning a merited and emphatic de- 
feat. As their organization fell away 
the only remainder was a dicker with 
Democrats for offices here and there, 
and at last their Democratic allies 
dropped them as not worth bargain- 
ing with. 

Whatever changes may be made in 
the supply of curency in the United 
States, tbe money in circulation will 
be kept on a parity with gold. The 
bank check expedited was not sug- 
gested nor authorized by the govern- 
ment. A mure extensive use of checks 
by the people in handling^ their ac- 
counts would be a good thing, but 
there is thought that checks are 
to take place of the currency of 
the government, all as gixid as gold.

Republicans have already determin- 
ed that when the Legislature meets, 
bills will be introduced, redlstrluting 
Kentucky Into new legittlailve,senaio- 
rial and cimgressional dsiiricts. These 
measures have been dniwn and are 
now in the possession of A. S. Ben- 
nett, secretary of the Republican State 
Central Committee. 

Tiie Ropublicans figure that even 
if they sliould have a majority in 
if they should not have a majority in 
both houses there will be a sufficient 
number of independent thinking Dem- 
ocrats to assist them in this legisla- 
tion which they declare is eminently 
"fair and Just.” Tliey will apiieal to 
iiie Asstinbly on the ground ihui. both 
parlies should go Into every elocriou 
on equal footing, and they declare the 
way the State is now districted is not 
fair and nut Just. 

These redistricting bills will be 
looked after iiarticularly by the Repub 
lican State Central Committee, and 
every power and influence of the par- 
ty organization will be exercised in be 
half of the measures. 

The greatest changes proposed by 
Senator Bennett’s bills are observed in 
the mountain counties of the State, 
where the Democratic geriymanderlng 
in past Legislatures was perniciously 
active. Tue representation by sena- 
torial and reiiresentatlve districts is 
based entirely upon the 1900 census, 
and is in full accord and spirit with 
the Constitution, which provides that 
the General Assembly shall, every 
ten years, divide the State into thirty- 
eight senatorial and 100 representative 
districts as nearly equal in population 
as may be. 

By the provisions of the proposed 
measures Ixiulsville will have ten Rep 
resentutlves instead of eight, and four 
Senators instead of three, and several 
of the larger cities will be affected 
proportionately. 

Although It was announced some 
days ago that the inauguration of Gov- 
ernor-elect Willson would take jilac' 
on December 2,several mnibersofthe 
Inaugural CominiUee at Frankfort lii- 
slst that the datt is December 10 
and they are making preparations ac- 
curdtngly. Mr. Wlllron says he pr<“- 
fers that the ceremonies be as simple 
as they can be made without marring 
the dignity of the occasion. However, 
the Republicans do tiot intend for the 
ceremonies to be simple. They pro- 
pose to make them elaborate. Asso- 
ciate Justlci' John M. Harlan and oth- 
er distinguished Ki'niuckians wilt trav 
el to Frankfort to see Mr. Willson take 
the oath of office. Republicans from 
every county in the Stale will be on 
hand and organized bodies of men 
will parade through the streets in cel- 
ebration of the inauguration of a Re- 
publican Governor. 

The oath of office will be adminis- 
tered by Judge Ed C. O'Rear, Chief 
Justice of the Court of Api)$als,who 
by the way, is the only Repu^>llcan 
on the Appellate bench. The platform 
from which the Governor-elect will 
deliver his inaugural address will be 
built right in front of the old Si ale- 
house and on this platform all the 
ceremonies will take place,. 

Republicans at State headquarters 
are more overjoyed than ever over the 
news from Lexington that several 
thousand dollars were raised there in 
Just a few hours’ time to contest the 
seats of the newly-elected Democratic 
city officials of Lexington. The Re- 
publicans say the Court of Appeals is 
on record and there is no way for that 
body to decide against the Lexington 
Republicans. They assert their case 
is ten fold stronger than the case of 
the Louisville Fusionists against the 
Democrats here. The Republicans as 
sen further that the precedent was 
set and the rule was fixed, and all 
the vacancies will have to be filled 
by appointment from the Govirnt*’. 
Therefore, Gov. Willson will have the 
naming of all Li'xlngion’s officials in 
the event of a dt“cision adverse to the 
Democrats.

'TALK ABOUT TAXES 



I In hy counties having no town larg«r 
than the sixth class is Included, and 
a snail percentage of this character 
I of personalty given In by counties 
I having larger towns and yet distinctly 
i agricultural. The figures probably 
I are under, rather than ov«r the mark. 
Fam property, therefore, by a con- 
servative estimate pays nearly 63 per 
cent of the state taxes exclusive of 
franchise taxes, while town property 
pays only about 47 per cent. Of tho 
state revenue collected by the sheriffs 
of the state from assessor's lists, 43 Vi 
I per cent is paid by farm lands, 34 per 
' cent by town lota, about 9Vi per cent 
I by mopey and eecurltles, about 7V4 
per cent by live stock and farmer’s 
implements, etc., and 6 per cent by 
I other personalty. It la time the Ken- 
tucky farmer realired that the present 
system bears heavily upon him.

In response to a call in August by 
Oovemor Harris of Ohio, there will 
he held in Columbus, Ohio, hlovember 
12, a national conference of the Na- 
tional Tax association. Delegates 
have been appointed to this meeting 
by the governors of all the states, and 
it will, in addition, be attended by 
many tax experts from all over the 
country. The discussions will take a 
wide range, covering every phase of 
the question of taxation. 

Such a gathering as that which is to 
be held in Columbus will result in 
disseminating a great deal of infor- 
mation on the subject of methods of 
taxation and is bound to stimulate 
still further the interest in this re- 
form. Governor Beckham has ap- 
pointed three gentlemen to represent 
the state of Kentucky. It la very much 
to be hoped that tl?ey will attend, as 
Kentucky has as great an Interest as 
'any other state in this question and 
very much greater Interest than some 
other states that have made more 
progress than we have toward a bet- 
ter tax system. 

The Proposed Reforms. 

The purpose of the conferences are 
thus announced; 

To secure an authoritative and an 
exhaust!', e discussion of the subject 
of state and local taxation in ail of its 
details. 

To produce a volume of proceedings 
containing the best thought of those 
who, by reason of their special educa- 
tional training and practical experi- 
ence, are qualified to speak with au- 
thority upon the special branch of tho 
subject they miy elect to discuss. 

To furnish to the members of tho 
legislatures of the several states a 
concrete, up-to-date statement of the 
economic and business principles that 
should be applied in state and local 
tax legislation, to be used as a guide 
for their action when considering pro- 
posals to improve the tax laws of their 
respective slates aud in the adminis- 
tration of the same. 

By this means to secure the applica- 
tion of correct economic and business 
principles in ail tax legislation, and 
thus develop a high degree of uniform- 
ity In the tax laws of the several 
states. 

By securing uniformity In state tax 
laws, to eliminate the evil of changes 
in legal residence and in the location 
of business undertakings Induced by 
differences in state tax laws, and to 
create condltlohs of high value in aid 
of the effective and ecocomlcal man- 
agement cf tho financial affairs of all 
state ami local governments.

"The Economical and Statistical 



The farmers composing the Grange, 
an organization that has done much 
to atudy the real interests of tho 
fsrmer, has been taking a good deal 
of interest in the subject of taxation 
lately and soiae very pertinent ut- 
terances on this question have been 
given out in the addresses of the 
Masters at annual sessions of varions 
state Granges. 

At a recent meeting of the Wash- 
ington State Grange, the Master gave 
considerable attention to the question 
of taxation. He said, in part: 

"I urge every Grange in this state 
to take up the study of taxation in 
all its phases earnestly and seriously 
during tho coming year, for I feel 
strongly th.it we farmers have hard- 
ly realized the Importance of thor- 
oughly understanding the fundamental 
principles o^ taxation. 

“In con8ld<?rlng the subject of state 
taxes. In the brief time I have been | 
able to give it since my mind has | 
been fully aroused to its Importance, | 
I have come to doubt very much the ; 
wisdom of our present method of as- | 
sesslng state taxes. Section 2 of Ar- | 
tide 7 of our state constitution is as ; 
follows: The legislature shall pro- i 

vide by law a uniform and equal rate | 
of assessment and tn:;ation on all ^ 
property in the state, according to Us | 
value in money.’ (This is the general | 
property tax similar to Kentucky.) 

"The above constitutional provision 
Is similar to that of many of the west- 
ern states and enjoins a system of , 
taxation which has been tried in prac- 1 
tlcally all the states of the Union. It 
requires the application of the same , 
rules of taxation to forms of property ! 
totally different In character. Most of 
the older states, such as New York, 
Connecticut. Massachusetts, New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania, have constitu- 
tions which Impose no restraint on the \ 
power of the legislature, or very little | 
more restraint than that imposed by 1 
the federal constitution. Those states I 
have developed systems of taxation j 
more In harmony with modern condi- 
tions. 

j "The attempt to tax all kinds of 
I property by the same rules, has in all 
I times, and in all countries, Imposed 
I heavier burdens upon rural districts 
I than cities, and in a large degree has 
j measured the tax to he paid by each 
I citizen by tho amount of his con- 
1 sumption, rather than by the oppor- 
i tunlty he enjoys to acquire wealth 
under tho protoctlon of the state. 

I ’‘The plan adopted by our nelgh- 
, bor, Oregon, is to apportion the 
I state t.ix in proportion to the reve- 
' nup raised by each county. Oregon 
I made the mistake of not carrying out 
j the principle to Its logical conclusion. 
The tax should be apportioned l.i pro- 
portion to the entire revenue raised 
by each county, and all the taxing dis- 
tricts within each county. 

"It is very easy to see that tho more 
highly developed and more densely 
I populated a county may be. the more 
I money it needs for local purposes in 
I proportion to its taxable values, and 
; the greater is the power to pay taxes. 
The tax apportloni'd in this manner 
will shift from the poorer and remote 
rural counties the burden they now 
bear, and impose It on the more 
thickly settled and prosperous coun- 
ties. This change would do away 
with the universal temptation to tin- 
j dervalue property in order to shift the 
state tax to other communities. A 
I study of the experience of other states 
I shows that one of the greatest evils 
i has been this incentive to undervalue. 

It produces Inequality and dlssatisfac- 
I tlon, if not downright fraud." 

I The Ohio State Grange. 

' In Ohio they are proposing an amend- 
' ment to the constitution that will per- 
mit of a classification of the sources 
of revenue, such as is now in effect in 
Pennsylvania. The difficulty with tho 
Ohio constitution is exactly similar 
to that In Kentucky. They are pro- 
posing there an amendment to the 
constitution which will make it read 
this way: "Taxes shall be levied at 

a uniform rate upon all property of 
the same class." The Ohio constitu- 
tion now requires that taxes shall be 
uniform upon all classes of property, 
the provision being similar to that of 
the constitution of Kentucky. Tho 
Master, Honorable F. A. Derthlck, 
commenting upon the proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution, said; 

"To pull up every stake In our con- 
stitution seems heroic treatment, and 
If done would throw upon the people 
added reaponalblllty in t^e selection 
of their representatives.
